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X-RAY CANCER KILLS THE 
MAN WHO MADE THE TUBES 


Hartford Manufacturer Afflicted Be- 
fore a Means to Protect Oper- 


ators Was Discovered. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.~The death of 
John Bauer, the Hartford manufacturer 
of Roentgen ray tubes, from cancer 
contracted by constantly exposing his 
hands to the action of the powerful X- 
ray was a sacrifice on the altar of 
science. Bauer manufuctured the tubes 
before the dangerous character of the 
rays was known, and about eight years 
ago his hands began to show symptoms 
of a disease that baffled all diagnosis 
and treatment. 

Cancerous growth developed until it 
became necessary to amputate an arm 
and all the fingers of the other hand. 
A still more serious operation was about 
to be performed when death intervened. 
Since Bauer contracted the cancer, sci- 
entists have discovered a means for pro- 
tecting X-ray operators and patients 
from dangerous exposure to the X and 
violet rays. A suit of lead armor is 
worn.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.~—That there 
is no place in the United States where 
you can get a full quart bottle, except 
in. Texas, was the statement made by

Amanda erman of 8318 Minnesota 
avenue may hold the key to the mys- 
tery which surrounds the death of Louis 
D. Forsythe, private of the Seven- 
teenth Recruit Company of Jefferson 
Barracks. 

Marcus O. Giles, a member of the 
same company and a comrade of For- 


sythe, was taken from the Barracks 
guardhouse Thursday afternoon to at- 
tend the inquest commenced by Coroner 
Bracy of St. Louis County. 

It was over the possession of Mandy 
Scherman that Giles and Forsythe 
quarreled and fought a few hours be- 
fore Forsythe was found unconscious, 
with a broken skull, lying in an entry 
way that leads to the Broadway Club, 
8605 South Broadway. 

Forsythe and Miss Scherman, at 2:30 
o’clock in the morning, were drinking 
beer together in the Broadway Club. 
Giles had been keeping company with 
the woman and the sight of her with 
Forsythe angered him and a fight fol- 
lowed, in which the beer table was over- 
turned and bottles and glasses rolled 
upon the floor. 


Forsythe Lost Girl in Fight. 

The men were separated by other sol- 
diers in the place and when peace 
followed Forsythe had lost Miss Scher- 
man and she was with Giles, who ac- 
companied her to her home. 

With Miss Scherman when the quarrel 
occurred were Miss Lizzie Webb and 
Mrs. V. Edwards, who live in the same 
house with her. These women and a 
dozen soldiers were in the clubroom:' 
drinking together. They all agree that 
Forsythe and Giles quarreled over Miss 
Scherman and that they clinched. But 
all of them deny that any blows were 
struck. 

An admission inadvertently made by 
Miss Scherman leads Sergt. Schaffer of 
the Carondelete District to believe that 
She holds the key to the mystery and 
might tell more if she would. Sergt. 
Schaffer and Officer Stutte, and a re- 
porter of the Post-Dispatch questioned 
Miss Scherman about the quarrel in 
the club and then told her of the death 
of Forsythe and the fracture of the 
skull that caused it. 


Admits Blow Was Struck. 

“Why, that little lick Giles gave him 
wouldn’t have broken his skull,’’. she 
said. : 

“Ah, so Giles did strike him then,”’ 
exclaimed the Sergeant. 

“No, he did not,” she persisted. 

“But you just spoke of a little lick.” 

“Well, I meant a little fight. They 
only clinched and upset the table. No 
blows were struck.” 

She stuck to that story and so did 
her two women companions. 

Giles admits that he and Forsythe 
quarreled and that they clinched, but 
he was so drunk that he does not re- 
member if he struck him or not. 

“If I struck him I don’t know it, but 
I don’t believe I did,’’ Giles said to a re- 
porter of the Post-Dispatch in the pres- 
ence of Capt. Charles J. Symonds of 
the Seventeenth Company, and of Sergt. 
Schaffer. 

In the room with them, when the row 
occurred, besides the three women and 
the two quarreling soldiers, were James 
Asher, bartender of the club; Corpora! 
Creekbaum of Company Fifteen, and 
Private Gabriel Klemp of Company Sev- 
enteen. They agree that while For- 
sythe and Amanda sat together Giles 
made an insulting remark and Forsythe 
said: 

“You seem to he fussy about it.” 

Clinched, Pulled Apart. 

“Yes, I am,’ replied Giles. The two 
men then rushed at each other and 
clinched and were pulled apart by Asher 
and the soldiers. 

Mrs. Edwards declares that she was s0 
much under the influence of beer that 
she did not remember distinctly all that 
occurred, but she is positive that she 
saw Giles ‘“‘throw his coat’”’ as he rushed 
at Forsythe. 

Capt. Symmonds said that Giles had 
the reputation in his company of being 
quarrelsome and dangerous when drunk, 
and that thtre was a rumor among his 
comrades that he carried brass 
“Knucks.”’ Capt. Symmonds searched his 
locker Wednesday for ‘“knucks’’ but 
found none. 

After the row in the clubroom at 2:30 
o'clock, Fersythe and Giles shook hands 
and then embraced. A little later Giles 
escorted Amanda to her home and stayed 
until the first morning car to the bar- 
racks, about 6 o'clock. He was at the 
post in time for revielle. 

An hour after the quarrel Forsythe, 
still at the bar and still drinking, was 
met by Davis D, Patterson, a private 
of his company.

In the arrest of John Oudendyke, tak-

Oudendyke, they say, posed as a land 
broker and to persons advertising land 
to sell. After several] letters had been 
exchanged would say that the land 
seemed what he wanted for his colony, 
his mining company, or some other pur- 
pose, and that if they would send money 
for railroad fare he would take a trip 
to look at the land. He is believed to 
have obtained $7000 or $8000 in this man- 
ner. 

The Postoffice inspectors say that aft- 
er this expense money was sent to him 
the land owners would hear no more 
from him. 

Oudendyke came to St. Louis from 
Paterson, N. J., a year ago. He will 
be taken to Philadelphia for trial on 
charges growing out of his operations 
at Paterson. 

Oudendyke Goes to Jail. 

Oudendyke was given a preliminary 
hearing before U.S. Commissioner Mor- 
sey Thursday morning. He is deaf and 
all questions were addressed to him in 
writing. He offered Alonzo Shriner, 
Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue, 
who is under bond in a case growing 
out 6f a shortage dtscovered in his ac- 
counts several months ago. Commis- 
sioner Morsey refused to consider Shrin- 
er as a bondsman. 

Oudendyke said that he, Shriner and a 
civil engineer named Mitchell had 
planned to go into the mining business 
in the Joplin district and that they 


twould have begun operations next week 


if it had not been for his arrest. 

There are accusations against Ouden- 
dyke from Texas, Oklahoma, Missouri, 
Indiana, Florida, Kansas and many 
other states. He is said to have come 
to this country from Holland about five 
years ago. He is about 55 years old.

Never Worked and 


Betford was always plentifully sup- 
plied with money but he never did a 
day’s work since he settled on the place. 
He had no chickens in his poultry yard,

Despite this apparent lack of income 
Betford is said never to have been short 
of funds and it is charged he was fre- 


quently host at entertainments in which 
the Kelley sisters were the star attrac- 
tions, and in which liquor flowed freely. 
It is also said that he often offered 
watches for sale in Marengo. 

The Betford home is situated on a 
road leading to Woodstock. about four 
miles from Marengo.

ple was almost killing him. He told me 
he had a scrap with Giles and I said 
perhaps the pain came from where Giles 
had hit him. He replied that Giles did 
not hit him at all,” 

At 6:30 o’clock Tuesday morning, four 
hours after his row with Giles, Forsythe 
was found by Asher, the bartender, ly- 
ing face down in the entry way outside 
the club door.- This is at the north side 
of the club building. There is a gate 
in the fence and a narrow walk between 
the building wall, and six feet inside the 
gate is a flight of five steps leading up 
to the door. Forsythe lay with his feet 
at the gate and his head in the corner 
at the foot of the stairway. 


Theory of Fall Impossible, 

One theory is that he fell there and 
fractured his skull. Surgeon-Major Al!- 
fred E. Bradley, who made*’the post- 
mortem examination, says this was im- 
possible. The fracture was round, about 
the size of a quarter of a dollar and the 
ends of the skull were bent inward as 
if struck by the end of a broom handle. 

When Asher found Forsythe he 
thought he was drunk and he had him 
carried into the club and laid upon the 
floor in a corner. There he lay for 14 
hours, unconscious, deserted by his com- 
rades, unnoticed and unattended by the 
men who came and went and were 
drinking near him all day. 

A simple surgical operation which any 
doctor might have done would have 
saved his life at any time that day, be- 
ause it was not the fracture of the skull 
that directly caused death, but it was 
the bleeding of a vein inside the skull 
which the fracture ruptured. This blood 
accumulated in a clot and pnessed 
against the brain, causing death. When 
Surgeon Major Bradley cut into his skull 
after death he found nearly a pint of 
this coagulated blood. 

Discovered in Entry. 

When Asher, the bartender of the club, 
came to work Tuesday night he found 
Forsythe yet upon the floor in the cor- 
ner. _He says that before he left that 
morning he had told comrades of For- 
sythe to see that he was taken to the 
barracks and Asher was surprised to 
find Forsythe yet there. He knew at 
once that something was wrong. He 
searched his body for marks of violence 
but could find none. Surgeon-Major 
Bradley says too that there was no mark 
upon the outside to indicate the’ frac- 
ture. 

Forsythe was a tall, strikingly hand- 
some and athletic young man of a rol- 
licking, shiftless nature. His home was 
in Booneville, Ind. 

He had served three enlistments. He 
was a hard drinker and was absent 
from the post without leave the night 
he was killed.

MANY WERE IN. PERIL 





Women and Children Carried 
Down Ladders by Firemen 
and Police. 





Threatened with death by the fire 
‘which swept up the rear steps toward 
her second-story home at 1319 Biddle 
street, early Thursday, Yetta Lemkovitz 
refused to leave until she had shaken 
and beaten her drowsy brothers, Louis 
and Joe, into realization of their danger. 
Then; as the two youths scurried down 
the steps, a burst of flame prevented 
her from following them. 

Running back into the house, the girl 
waited, leaning far out of the front 
window to avoid the dense smoke, until 
a firemen’s ladder was placed to the 
window, and Police Sergeant Hagerty 
carried her down. 

The Lemkovitz family was one of four 
driven from the rooms above the three 
stores at 1315, 1317 and 1319 Biddle street by 
the fire, which broke out at 2:15 a. m. 
in a rubbish pile under the steps veseese 
lead to the upper floor. 


Harry Friedman, proprietor. of the no- 
tion store in 1319, lives with his family 
above 1817. The first the Friedmans 
knew of the fire was. when Policeman 
Redmond, who had already awakened 
the Lemkovitz family and.called the 
firemen, pounded on his door. 


Another Carried Down Ladder. 

Friedman ventured down the _ steps. 
which were not blazing so flercely as 
those leading to the Lemkovitz rooms. 
But Mrs. Friedman was afraid and Red- 
mond carried) her down. Then, as the 
four children, Katie, Joseph, Abraham 
and Ida. shrieked for release, the fire- 
men’s ladder appeared at their front 
window. 

Sergt. Hagerty, having been at the 
fire before the firemen, also beat them 
up the ladder and carried down the 
youngest of the children. Policeman 
McCluskey alternated with the firemen 
in rescuing the other three. 


George F. Karsten, an invalid, and 
his wife live above 1315. They heard 
the pounding of Policeman Redmond at 
the other doors, and the husband de- 
scended the steps safely. The wife re- 
fused to go down into the blaze and 
smoke, and the ladder was next placed 


down. 

Some of the rooms over 1319 are occu- 
pied by Louis Kram and his wife, who 
had moved in Wednesday, and had not 
had time to lay their carpets and 
straighten out their furniture. 

All the Kram family woke in time to 
get down the steps, the three older 
hildren, Harry, Mollie and Frieda, need- 
ing no help, while the parents carried 
Chartie, 4 years old, and Louis, aged 15 
months. 

Neighhors Praise Heroine. 
Yetta Lemkovitz, who saved her two 
brothers, is 15 vears old. She shook off 
Policernan Redmond’s grasp as he tried 
to take her downstairs with her mother, 
and ran back to the room where her 
brothers slept. Neighbors praised her, 
after all was over, as the heroine of the 
fire. 

The rear steps were nearly destroyed, 
and articles of furniture in the rear 
rooms of all the homes were damaged 
by fire and water. The loss to Fried- 
man’s store was $500, and to the dry 
goods store of B. Rosenblatt & Son, at 
1315-1317, $1000. 

The Lemkovitz boys, carrying their 
clothing out on their arms, dropped the 
garments in their haste, and they were 
burned. They had to borrow clothes to 
go to work in. Others saved their 
clothing.

“Mr. Snyder: Well, there are two 
companies, one a Kansas corporation 
known as the Kansas Natural Gas Co.; 
the other the Kansas Natural Gas and 
Pipeline Co.; one owning the gas wells 
and property in the State of Kansas 
and the other owning the pipe lines and 
property outside of the State. I am 
president of one and vice-president of 
the other. I do have to some extent, 
under the board of directors, the man- 
agement of its affairs.” 

The Secretary: Now, as to Mr. Barns- 
dall, has he any directing influence or 
control over either of these companies? 

Mr. Snyder: He is president of the 
natural gas company. 

Snyder was also asked about the 
project in which he and Barnsdall were 
jointly interested to pipe natural gas 
to St. Louis. Secretary Hitchcock asked 
him if it was on the basis of his ar- 
rangement with other cities, by which 
the artificial gas companies furnish the 
pipe through which the natural gas is 
distributed and get from 85 to 40 per 
cent of the proceeds, leaving the bal- 
ance for the natural gas company, that 
he proposed to pipe gas to St. Louis. 

The answer to this is given as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. Snyder: That is correct, also. Up 
to this time, I have made no arrange- 
ment, of course, with the distributing 
company (Laclede Gas) in St. Louis. I 
have, however, had two conversations 
with its officials, and am led to believe 
that an equitable arrangement along the 
same lines and terms as heretofore men- 
tioned can be made with the distributing 
company in St. Louis. 

The hearing before the Secretary of 
the Interior was to determine the right

If Barnsdall 
can convince them that he is in earnest, 
and that no sinister influences are be- 
hind him, they say that they will vote 
for his bill, as they do not care who 
supplies cheap gas, just so it is sup- 
plied. 
Crundesn Against Barnsdall. 

Councilman Crunden says that he will 
vote against the Barnsdall bill, because 
he does not believe its promoters are 
acting in good faith. Councilman Nor- 
vell saye that it is immaterial to him 
by whom or how natural gas is supplied, 
but he is not entirely satisfied with the 
manner in which the Barnsdall project 
has been presented.

The heart and conscience of all parties is not to 
be found in the populous centers, but in the rural 
districts. There men are Democrats or Republicans 
from principle. In the large cities the politicians 
are partisans, while the rest of the people, for the 
most part, acknowledge allegiance to no party and 
vote as they please. A primary in a city like 8t. 
Louis is one thing, and in the State outside of St. 
Louls and Kansas City quite another thing. In the 
last instance it expresses the will of the best people 
belonging to the party. In St. Louis a primary ex- 
Presses the will of the professional politiclans and 
of those who own them. 

Making due allowances for disappointment and 
even resentment in a man who as a candidate 
for United States Senator failed to carry the pri- 
maries in St. Louis and Kansas City, it must be 
admitted that this characterization of the people 
of the cities is unjust, untrue and unpolitic. 
There are corrupt, ignorant and selfish voters 
everywhere, but if there are more of them in St. 
Louis than in some rural] counties it is to be re- 
membered that there are also fifty times as many 
honest and intelligent voters in St. Louis as 
there are in some rural counties. 

Reasons that are perfectly clear and not at all 
discreditable to Gov. Folk fully account for his 
weakness at the primaries in St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. That he had a large element in his 
own party against him was as well understood 
before election as it is now. We cannot have 
popular primaries unless we make provision for 
a complete expression of the people’s will. At 
the polls the voter who for any reason or for no 
reason fails to appreciate the high aims of men 
like Folk in Missouri or Hughes in New York is 
the equal of the man who is profoundly interest- 
ed in their success. 

Direct primaries are highly desirable if they 
can be properly safeguarded against fraud and 
fully utilized by the people, but it is plain enough 
that nothing approaching perfection has yet been 
reached in that line. The Missouri law certainly 
calls for radical amendment. In the meantime 
it will not be helpful to attack people by whole- 
sale for honestly voicing their own views under 
it. If frauds were committed at the senatorial 
primary they should be mercilessly exposed and. 
punished, and if they shall be found to have 
been extensive enough to have affected the re- 
sult the penalty should extend to the nominee 
himself. No beneficiary of trickery and treachery 
should have a seat in the United States Senate. 

The Post-Dispatch would regard the re-election 
of William J. Stone as a shocking reproach to 
the State of Missouri even if honestly accom- 
plished. If it should be brought about by fraud 
at the ballot boxes it would be doubly disgrace- 
ful. But bad as his triumph in any case would 
be, to belittle or to abandon the idea of true 
primary reform would be infinitely worse. It is 
Mr. Folk’s duty, as it is the duty of all good citi- 
zens, to support the movement, regardless of per- 
sonal consequences, without reflecting upon the: 
motives or the character of those who do not 
agree with them, and to do what they can to per- 
fect the system. 





THE SAFE SIDE IN THE GAS MATTER, 

The attitude of the House of Delegates on the 
subject of natural gas is so suspicious that the 
grand jury naturally enough, though perhaps pre- 
maturely, has taken up the matter. If the 
pending bill should pass the Assembly there 
would certainly be occasion for a searching in- 
quiry, but at this stage of the proceedings, un- 
less the jury is in possession of evidence of 
wrongdoing already accomplished, it is probable 
that the public will hav~ to depend for protection 
upon its own exertions and the efforts of the 
incorruptible members of the Assembly. 

Every reputable member of this body ought to 
be convinced by this time that the circumstances 
surrounding the introduction and forwarding of 
the Barnsdall bill have been highly euspicious. 
A straightforward natural gas bill providing for 
genuine competition with the Light Trust re- 
ceived little favor at the hands of the Assem- 
and probable monopolistic inspiration, makes 
rapid progress in the House of Delegates. 

The fact that the grand jury has its attention 
fixed upon this measure, added to tho great pop- 
lar apprehension that exists, should make every 
self-respecting member of the House and ihe 
Council exceedingly cautious in his official ac- 
tion. There is no safety for honest men in this 
case except in opposition. 
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RESTRAINING A TALKER. 

In the grand inquest now in progress in Ger- 
many on the monarch who talks too much there 
will be no more important utterance than that 
which fell from Chancellor Von Buelow, as fol- 
lows: : 

The recognition by His Majesty of the unjustified 
misunderstanding of his utterances with reference to 
Great Britain and the excitement and regret aroused 
thereby in Germany, will, I am convinced, lead the | 
Emperor in future private conversations to exercise | 
that reserve which, in the interest of a uniform pol- 
icy and the authority of the crown, is indispensable. 
If this proves not to be so, neither I nor any one of 
}-my successors could take the: responsibility. 

Freely interpreted this appears to mean that 
the Emperor has promised to curb his verbosity 
hereafter and that his ministers have threatened | 
to resign if he fails to observe his word. Per- 
haps this pledge will hold him and the Reichs- 
tag also for a while. 

In the free air of North America tho head of 
the state cannot thus bo held in restraint. His 
Cabinet is powerless; Congress is afraid of him; 
the people enjoy the sport and the offender him- 
self has “a perfectly bully time” of it. Nothing

The need of industrial training as a 
part of our public school system was ur- 
gently set forth by Dr. Andrew Draper, 
commissioner of education of New 
York, in an address made recently be- 


tion at Cleveland. His plea was for the 
further industrialism, which he calls 
“the great basis of a nation’s true 
strength and culture.”’ 
It is well that those in high authority 
like Dr. Draper are stirring the apathy, 
or uprooting the dislike which seems to 
be prevalent regarding the importance 
of home industries, household matters, 
and. those things which are classed un- 
der the ban of ‘domestic drudgery.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—It is not an 
idie tale—this rumor that Jem Driscoll 
can fight. I looked the little Welshman 
over yesterday afternoon at Connon’s 
place, umf where old Morris Park lies 
like an oasis surrounded by a desert of 
half-finished brick flat bulldings .and 
dirt piles from new excavations. 

I saw him box two rounds after com- 
ing in from an eight-mile run. Only two 
rounds—but that was enough and to 
spare. In fact, about 30 seconds of ac- 
tion is all any one needs see to be con- 
vinced that Driscoll is all they have 
claimed for him. As a boxer he is a 
past master, and as a two-handed fight- 
ing man he looks capable of relegating 
Owen Moran, Johnny Summers and all 
the other little Englishmen to the scrap 
heap. 

Driscoll came out into the large, light 
gymnasium room dressed in tights and 
a sweater. It was cold and damp out- 
side and the fog drifted in through the 
windows. 

First he punched the bag. I will ad- 
mit that up to the instant that he made 
the first quick step and delivered the 
first snappy blow, I was viewing pro- 
ceedings with a certain degree of lassi- 
tude. But there was something 580 
classy about the little Welshman’s first 


movement that it appealed to me. He 
was light as a feather, yet his step 
showed elastic strength. His arms 


weaved back and forth as he beat a 
tattoo on the bounding ball—a swift, 
rythmic, and, withal, a slamming, bang- 
ing tattoo. He put a world of force into 
his punches, although they beat against 
the leather as fast as the taps of the 
sticks on a drumhead. The punching 
bag ceiling boomed and shook and the 
bag traveled over its route so fast that 
it blurred before the eyes like the spokes 
of a swift-turning wheel . 

In the meanwhile, a blond youngster. 
known locally as Harry Cutch, a semi- 
wind-up boxer, had donned the gloves. 
Driscoll went after him at the call of 
time. 

Here was the real thing. Driscoll’s 
combination of footwork and swift hook 
and jab and uppercut was what the old- 
time sporting writers invariably referred 
to as a “revelation.’’ I'll have to admit 
that to me it was a surprise more than 
anything else. I had been led to think 
Driscoll is a straight-standing, pretty, 
English boxer of the Johnny Sommers 
type—or perhaps a plunging fighter with 
a modicum of rather commonplace ciev- 
erness like Moran’s. 

Nothing of the sort. The smiling, 
ruddy, curly-haired Cardiff feather- 
weight neither posed like an English- 
man nor fought like one. He did not 
work an affected crouch with the idea 
that it was the “American style.” He 
used everything. Light and swift on his 
feet, he kept just within striking dis- 
tunce. Instead of blocking everything, 
he bobbed and ducked his head and 
swayed his body just as that one-time 
marvel of the ring, Young Griffo, did 
many years age, Cutch couldn't touch 
him, and, while he missed blow after 
blow, Driscoll shot his left in at every 
possible angle and with the most amaz- 
ing swiftness, striking his target fairly 
al every blow.

No regret is expressed by Mrs. Carrie 
Ames, who shot her husband, Joseph, 
in the head when he was slapping and 
choking her 14-year-old daughter, Rosa- 
belle Peck, at their home, 3706 Olive 
street, Wednesday afternoon. 

“IT have been father and mother both 
to my little girl ever since she was 6 
months old,” said Mrs. Ames at the 
Manchester Avenue Police Station 
Thursday morning, ‘‘and I would shoot 
anyone who attempted to mistreat her. 
I am sorry I had to shoot my husband, 
but not sorry that I acted in protection 
of my daughter.”’ 

When Mrs. Ames, who is 38 years old, 
married Joseph Ames, 48 years old, a 
Frisco brakeman, four years ago, she 
was a divorcee. She conducts a room- 
ing house at the Olive street address. 

Wife Says She Was Struck. 

“My husband was due in town yester- 
day morning,”’ said Mrs. Ames. ‘‘He 
‘didn’t come home till 4 in the afternoon. 
He was intoxicated and I said he ought 
to be ashamed of himself. We were in 
the bedroom. He locked the door and 
hit me in the mouth. 

‘‘Then my little girl seized him by the 
sleeve and said he mustn't hurt me. He 
pushed her into a chair and slapped 
and chocked her. I was afraid he would 
kill her, so I took the pisto] from under 
a pillow and fired across the bed. Some- 
thing told me I wouldn’t hit my child, 
but would hit him. He fell backwards. 
“I went out and gave the. pistol to a 
druggist on the corner. He called the 
police. My husband had struck me be- 
fore, but never had molested my little 
girl.”’ 

Mrs. Ames spent the night in the 
Manchester Avenue Station, but not In 
a cell. 

Husband Blames Himeelf. 

Ames was in a surly humor at the 
City Hospital, where he was sent by 
the police. His wound is in the fleshy 
part of the back of the head and is not 
dangerous. 

“I was full of bad whisky and sore 
at everybody,” he said Thursday. “I 
started to whip my stepdaughter and 
my wife wouldn't stand for it and shot 
me. That’s all there is to it."

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Young Russian Hatter Offers Soil Inptlectanent 
in Exchange for Books and Food--Ad- 
vertises His Desire.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 12.—To gratify 
an intense desire for an education, Solo- 
mon Cruso, 21 years old, a Russian, 
who lives in a second-stcry room at 
619 Catharine street, voluntary offers 
to make a prisoner of himself for 10 
years, with literary and scientific books 
as his only companions.

I 
am sighing for an education and am 
willing to do almost anytning, even to 


consent to be placed in a dungeon, if I 
am only supplied with books.’ 

Then Cruso told of his life in the lit- 
tle town of Charchow, Russia, how he 
tried to educate himself but failed be- 
cause books were lacking and how he 
came to this country three years ago, 
believing that the opportunities to grati- 
fy his desire were greater.

Theatrical Man Charged With Start-
